N.B.—I would suggest the ages of ch 
dren should be gi to be put on tho 
medals. Will intending subscribers pleaso 
send in particulars as soon as possible? 
and as those interested are now seattored 
all over the world, I think this the best 
means, with your assistance, of reaching 
those in China, where your paper 
culates 56 freely, and I thank you Sir, in 
advance for the insertion of this letter. 
Tt will take abont threo months from the 
dato of the order being placed to have the 
medals made, and at the earliest. I shall 
hardly bo able to decide before the end

Burlingame Treaty of the same year 
one of its terms the 
folowing: ©The United States of 
America and the Emperor of China 
cordially recogn's: the inherent and 
ina'inable right of man to change 
his home and allegiance, and alsa the 
mutual advan‘age of the, fee migra- 
tion and emigration of their citizens 
and swbjec's respectively fram one 
country to the other, for the purposes 
of curiosity, of trade, or as permanent 
residents.” In 1879 Mr. Seward was 
at home on furlough, and seeing that 
the question of Chinese immigra- 
tion was likely to become a factor 
in the Presidential election he, as 
Minister to China, drew np a. set of 
ions, to be adopted. by the 
nent, by which really 
undesirable immigrants. were to be 
excluded. They were approved en 
bloc by the then Secretary of State 
und subsequently by the Chinese 
Government, but on Mr. Ssward’s 
returning them to the D-par;ment of 
State with the notice that China was 
ready to sign a Convention, emboly- 
ing them, no notice whatever was 
taken of his report.

He then goes on to his xecond point : 
“Justice ty the Chinese p ople and 
government as respects things that 
are domestic to them.” Going. back 
to the inauguration of th: “co- 
operative policy” at Peking by Mr. 
Burlingame, whose colleagues in 
1862 were Sir Frederick Bruce, 
England, M. Berthemy, France, and 
Generul Viangaly, Russia, he shows 
how that: policy lasted, mire or less, 
until the time of the ‘China-Japan 
War. Thin came the fered retro- 
cession of the Liantung  peninsuia 
by Japan at the instance of Russia, 
Franee, and Germany, in return for 
which Russia was secret'y given the 
Manchuria Railway coucession’ and 
the Ivase of Port Arthur, Then Ger- 
many seized Kiaychou, and France 
leased Kuangehouwan, and England 
took over Weihaiwei from Japan. 
This led up to the Boxer outrages. 
China “responded when she was 
treated with justice; she responded 
also when she was trested .with 
injustice, Aod I know not,”, says 









































































‘Mr. Seward, “who could expect that 
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human nature would work out 
differently.” 

This brings Mr. Seward to his 
third point: “Our duties in the 
broad field of foreign relations at 
large with China.” The United 
States, England, and Japan should 
stand together to secure the absolute 
recognition of the integrity of Chinese 
territory. “When China has come 
to feel that her territorial rights 
are not to be assailed she will 
abandon her attitude of distrust, and 
treat the issues arising in the course 
of foreign relations with the desire 
to be on good terms with all the world; 
she will come to see that to be res- 
pected she must be strong, and that 
in order to be strong she must deve'- 
op the resources of the Empire, A 
great, self-respecting competent State 
will then have come into existence. 


‘This all has happened to Japan. 


The people of China are not inferior 
to those of Japan, and their status 
among the nations should be vastly 
greater by reason of the magnitude 
of their population, territory, and 
resources.” Here we are in full ac- 
cord with Mr. Seward, but we differ 
with him entirely when he condones 
Russia's occupation of Manchuria by 
the statement that “Manchuria is 
not a necessary part of China.” Here 
we think that the United States 
has been badly advised, and that 
she would have done better to 
support Great Britain and Japan 
more vigorously in their opposiion 
to the temporary occupation, which 
is rapidly becoming annexation. 
Manchuria is the great market for 
the products of American cotton 
mills. We are told that Russia's 
occupation of Manchuria is to be 
essentially peaceful, and that Russia 
wants no dispute with Japan. The 
“Japan Times” tells us that this is 
the outcome of Mr, de Witte’s recent 
tour; and that the Far Eastern policy 





of Russia is to have for its muin | 
purpose the financial and economic ; 


conquest of China, ‘The programme, 
we are told, is: “1, The enlarge- 
ment of the business scope of 
the Russo-Chinese Bank, and the 
making of the institution into an 
organ for the supply of funds 
for China's official undertakings; 2, 
Giving preferential treatment to 
Chinese freight and passengers on the 
China Eastern; 3, The working of 
mines in the Kirin and Amur districts 
as joint Russo-Chinese undertakings, 
the necessary capital being supplied 
by the above-named bank; and so 
on.” We doubt if the United States 
in acceding complacenily to this 
“financial and economic” annexation 
of Manchuria, bas sufficiently realised 
that the “open door” is not neces- 
sarily a plank in this platform. A 
Russian newspaper warued us tie 
other day that differential duties 
must follow the settlement of Min- 
churia ; that Russian industries can- 
not live without protection ; and thas 


| been sure of this from the first, and 


Russian products in the markets of 
Manchuria must be defended by a 
specially favourable tariff. We have 


that is why we have opposed the 
‘annexation of Manchuria from the 
outset. Manchuria will no doubt be 
better governed by the Russians than 
by the native officials, but there is 
too much reason to fear that it will 
cease to be an open market to the 
world. 





THE CURRENCY 
QUESTION. 


at January. 

As a contribution to the discussion 
of the burning question of the eur- 
reney of China, we printed in this 
column on the 4th of December last 
some remarks of much value and 
interest. We have since received 
from the same correspondent some 
farther remarks, as follows:— 

“Referring to the memorandum I 
sent to you on the 2nd ult.:—The 
suggestion I made was that the 
Chinese Government should inangu- 
rate a coinage for the Maritime Trade 
of the Empire, by means of the 
machinery ready to their hand in the 
shape of the Maritime Customs; 
which coinage would be able to 
maintain a fixity of value with gold, 
because all duties on the maritime 
trade would have to be paid in this 
coinage or its equivalent. The 
equivalent would include gold: it 
would be allowable for any one to 
lodge gold with the Haikuan Bank 
at the fixed rate of exchange. The 
Haikuan Bank, however, would not 
undertake to give gold back in ex- 
change for the coinage: thus following 
the policy of the Indian Government 
in 1893. 

“The feasibility of this idea 
is based on the fact, that by reason 
of the successive treaties between 
China and the Foreign Powers ever 
[since China was opened to foreign 
! le, the maritime trade of the 
Empire with foreign countries, which 
is located entirely at the Treaty Ports, 
can be separated from the internal 
| trade, and from the land frontier trade, | 
in so distinct a manner as would} 
not be possible in any other country. 

“The Haikuan tael when minted 
must be of the same weight and 
fineness as the present tael weight. 
It would be a very inconvenient coin | 
but that difficulty could be easily. 
overeome by coining half-tael pieces, 

“The nominal value fixed as re- 
gards gold must be cousiderably 
above the intrinsic value of silver 
to-day

that some people must suffer by the 
change. But the advantage to the 
entire trade in having a stable 
exchange would outweigh every 
other consideration. 

“The vital points of the idea are 
these:— 

“Ist—Vhere must be a coinage 
No other arrangement permits a 
stable exchange with gold. 

“2nd—The unit of coinnge, what- 
ever it may be, must be fixed as in 
other countries with an exchange 
value in gold. When it is fixed, the 
exchange value can be maintained, 
because the Customs duties can only 
be paid in that currency. 

“Article IT of the treaty of Shang- 
hai provides for an Imperial coinage 
insteud of a weight of silver. It will 
certainly be a long time befure this is 
carried into effect, and even if that 
takes place, there is nothing in the 
article suggesting any idea of fixing 
the gold value of the new coin.” 

Our correspondent's propos 
that there shall be a silver coinage 
for all China, the Haikuan tael being 
the one used, and the value of this 
tael being fixed in gold. To assist this 
reform, ull duties collected by tho 
Imperial Maritime Custom, are to be 
paid in gold or its equivalent. Tuis 
is a concession for which the Chinese 
have already asked, but which has 
been refused because “'tis not so 
nominated in the bond,” This is a 
valid argnment as far as it goes; but 
if it can be shown that this reform 
if consummated will be to the 
advantage of usall, there is no reason 
why the Powers should not unitedly 
consent to it. The consent must, of 
course, be unanimous, and “ there’s 
the rub.” 

Anocher very valuable contribution 
to the discussion is Mr, E, S. Lirtle’s 
paper on the subject’ which has 
recently appeared in our columns, 
and which has now been republished 
iu pamphlet form. His argument 
might have been advantageously 
shortened, tor there is much intro- 
ductory matter which is already uni- 
versally accepted and might have 
been omitted. He does not seem to 
be very clear in his own mind on the 
subject of the stimulation of exports 
by the fail in silver. The fact is, of 
course, that the silver prices of 
exports in China are fixed by the 
gold value of the goods at home. As 
silver falls in relation to gold, more 
silver can be given for China's ex- 
ports, and it is by this rise in silver

Little, that exports are stimulat-d; 
but this stimu‘us requires a littie 
time to work; exports cannot be 
expected to respond instantly to the 
fluctuwtions of exchange. AS a

is, how to make this, whieh is now the 
unrecognised, the officially recognised 
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standard among the vast population 
which foreign influence has never 
reached. To the discussion of this 
question, as we have said, Mr, Little’s 
paper is a contribution, but it is not 
a solution, ‘The currency reformer 
has to legislate for a vast population, 
for a large proportion of which copper, 
not silver, is the standard. 

There are eight words, meantime, 
in Mr. E. S. Little’s paper indicating 
one step which mnst be taken before 
any currency reform can be satisfae- 
torily attempted. ‘These words are 
“Given a proper fiscal administration 
of the country.” Until the Chinese 
Government can be made to see 
the indispensability of engaging a 
thoroughly competent Western finan- 
cier to investigate the fixcnl adminis- 
tration of this vast and rich empire 
and introduce order into the present 
chaos, all talk of currency reforms 
is only beating the air. There 
is plenty of wealth in China, and 
her past and future engagements 
to foreign creditors and foreign gov- 
ernments are not large enough to 
cause hera moment’s embarrassment 
if she had an honest and competent 
fiscal administration. The Diplo- 
matic Body would be doing an 
inestimable service alike to China 
and to the outside world if instead 
of spending their time on the 
discussion of the details of the execu- 
tion of the Peace Protocol, they 
would unite to make the Chinese 
Government understand the peril of 
their present situation. The Chinese, 
from Grand Councillor to jinricsha- 
man, are an eminently reasonable 
pore. and with patience they can 

e made to understand x question 
like t Until the Government do 
understand this and then use their 
reason in adopting the only course 
that will get them out of their diffi- 
culties, attempts to reform the 
currency will be futile. It is useless 
to tinker with the superstructure 
when -the foundation is so rotten 
that the whole erection may collapse 
ab any moment.

Even yet there is a New-Year feeling in 
the air. Season's greetings still sweeten 
our business letters and frequently make a 
kindly preface to our casual conversations. 
So in these'days of beginning new books 
and turning over new Ieavos, it is appro- 
priate that the ‘*Recorder” should enter 
on its thirty-fourth year with a Paper 
bearing the sub-title, “Now China—New 
Methods.” The writer is the Rev. Timothy 
Richard, D.D., who with his usual origin- 
ality and liberal grip of things, has chosen 
the striking title, “Of More Value than a 
Thousand Missionaries.” "As the paper 
appeared in our columns shortly after it 









[was read bofore the Shanghai Missionary 
Association, there is no occasion for our 
dwelling on it now, beyond noting how the 
well-known optimism of the writer is toned 
down by a realisation of the serious nature 
of some current problems. As printed 
in the “Recorder,” there has evidently 
been some focussing of Dr. Richard's ideas 
as to how organisation in mission work 
is of more importance than mero numbers. 

Tho second article, “ Presbyterian Union 
in China,” is from the pen of the veteran 
Dr. Noyes, who is well able to detail the 
steps taken towards organised Presby- 
terian union. From 1863. onwards the 
good leaven seems to have been at work, 
until at the conferenco held last year, tho 
following conclusions wero reached : (1) 
It was unhesitatingly voted that the 
union sought should bo not federal, but 
organic. (2) The Committeo wished to 
do nothing to unsettle existing belief in 
regard to doctrine, or practice in regard 
to church polity, but just as far as pos: 
sible, in consistence with organic unity, 
to allow what already exists to remain 
until the united church shall seo fit to 
make changes. This was because of the 





entire confidence that they had 
in the soundness of doctrine held 
by all the churches, and the 


substantial uniformity, except in minor 
details, of church policy. (3) They 
parted with a confident expectation 
that the missions and churches wou! 
support the plan of union proposed, net 
from any confidence in their own wisdom, 
but, as Dr. Noyes says “becauso of our 
firm belief that we were under the poxer 
of an influence infinitely strong-r than 
the personality of any ono delegate, or 
the personality of all, even site influen 
of the Holy Spirit, for which wo kad 
constantly prayed. "Our work therefore 
which began with prayer, closed with 
doxology.” 

_ There aro various references to union 
in the editorial comments. ‘The tentative 
beginning of a Union Presbyterian 
theological seminary is referred to; but of 
special interest is the announcement that 
“there has recently been formed in Shang- 
hai an Association of Chinese Chri tians 
for the most part men of education, and 
some of them men of means, for ta: putr- 
pose of bringing about a ‘closer unio. 
between tho Christian workers in the 
different denominations, and also with a 
view to active and united work in pro- 
pagating the Christian religion among 
their fellow-nationals.” 

Two other notablo articles in this 
month's “Recorder” are the particula-s 
given by Dr. J. W. Davis of the schools 
for teaching Western learning in Soo- 
chow; and “Tho different Christianities 
of China,” by Dr. Ashmore. In the latter 
we have presented tha divergencies of 
the Romanist and Protestant forms of 
Christianity. As Dr. Ashmoro looks at 
the essential inwardness of the two, and 
sees how much they vars, he says’ that 
“considered as religions, they aro two 
entirely different religions. Evidence of 
this is seen in the fact that the leadars 
of the two never havo anything to do 
with each other in the way of religious 
association ; they do not consult togethe. 
ther do not work together, they de net 
pray together or worship togeth 
constitute always two different varieties, 
two different families, like two differen! 
clans, and two different communities.” 

To understand how all this came abot 
and wherein lie the differences and 
antagonisms, Dr. Ashmore presents a study 
of historic developments in his well-known 
vigorous style. The “Missionary News” 
includes the following very interesting 
note:—“The Rev. R. T. Turley writes 
from Moukden stating that examinations 
had not been permitted in the provincial 
capital, but they had been held in a pre-

The Evacuation of Shanghai. 

Lord Lansdowne’s reputation has been 
greatly enhanced by the publication of 
the papers relating to the evacuation of 
Shanghai. The firm stand taken by the 
Secretary for Fo fairs against both 
Germany and China is taken too as a 
sign that the spirit of Lord Salisbury has 
departed from tide Cabinet, with his re- 
tirement, and that the spirit of Chamber- 
lain is dominant. Before the publica- 
tion of these papers a little disappoint- 
ment was felt and a little suspicion of a 
want of firnmess on Lord Lansdowne’s 
part, when it became known that tho 
German troops wore to remain at Shang- 
hai for a little while after the British 
troops had withdrawn; but it is now 
acknowledged: that. so far from having

China's Pledge to Germany. 

The con ch Germany sought 

to impose before agreeing to evacuation, 
no foreign Power should be allowed 
to occupy any points commanding the 
Yangtze River, either above or below 
Shanghai, would have been in direct 
conflict with our treaty rights in regard 
to Chusan; and the declaration of the 
German Ambassador, that. the condition 
was “not directed against: Great Britain,” 
is obviously untrue. However, tho con- 
dition has been withdrawn, and although 
we do not know the terms of the under- 
taking obtained by Germany China, 
yet according to German admissions it 
applies to the whole of China and not 
merely to the Yangtze provinces.

Gert was commissioned to buy horses tor 
tho troops in South Africa, and that ho 
hought largely through his'sons.

A Piea for Immediate Action with 
2 View to the Establishment of 

a Gold Standard in China

IME PRESENT rositiox. 

The disparity between gold and silvor 
has for many years gradually become 
more and more pronomiced. It has now 
become a burning question for those 
countries whose medium of exchange is 
silver. It is useless to attempt to revive 
any scheme of bimetallism. Whatever 
may be the benefits of such a scheme in 
theory, the practice of the world has 
made it to be impossible. ‘The subject 
may be of academic interest, but it no 
longer enters into practical politics. 
This paper is not intended to discuss any 
theoretical question but aims at im- 
mediate action with a view to remedy- 
ing the present condition of affai 

‘Trade has become execedingly difficult 
in China owing to the continual and 
ruinous fall in the value of silver. We 
are not concerned here whether this is 
due to the depreciation of silver, to the 
rise in price of gold, or to any 
other cause. ‘The fact remains that

In this connection I do not 
propose to discuss what has caused the 
fall of silver or whether silver is likely 
to rise or fall. I do not believe an 
ean prophesy with certainty as to wi 
silver is likely to do.

An attempt to arbitrarily force up the 
value of silver is almost certainly fore- 
doomed to failure. The Government of 
the United States seriously tackled thix 
problem but was compelled to abandon 
the scheme when it beeame apparent that 
all efforts would be in vain. If a woalthy 
country like the United States has bern 
compelled to abandon the attempt 
impossible one it is needless to say that 
it would be more than folly to expect 
China or any combination of silver-tsin 
countries to succeed. 

‘We cannot conceal from ourselves the 
fact that the day of silver as a singly 
standard of exchange has cone. It wonld 
even appear the commercial world his 
come to the conclusion that silver cannat | 
be used as a medium ef exchange cither | 
as a single standard or in any combiny- 
tion with gold, such as bimotallists pro- 
pore. That all the great trading nation- 
of the world have given up silver is a 
sufficient evidence of the truth of this 
Proposition. In the face of the actnal 
practice of the trade of the world it is 
useless for practical purposes to arguc 
in favour of any silver theory. We

‘This will give a far ratio in favour 
of China, for whereas in 1898 the dif- 
ference between imports and exports in 
Japan was 18% against exports, accord- 
ing to the figures now ziven ic China it 
is only 12%, so that as far as the trade 
balanco is concerned China is actually 
a much stronger position than Japan when 
she undertook the work of reorganising 
her coinage system. 

If Japan, with such an adverse balance 
of trade, was able to put in the gold 
standard there is no reason why China 
might not do the same. There is, how- 
ever, this very great difference in her 
favour, namely, that China has far more 
potentialities of wealth aud a larger re- 
serve of stength to enable her to bear 
a financial strain than Japan could ever 
hope to have. 

‘An objection might be urged that Japan 
was in the act of receiving a heavy in- 
demnity from her late foe, whereas China 
has to pay lange sums in’ indemnities to 
other countries. Too much stress must 
not be laid upon this argument. The 
greater part of the money received by 
Japan from China has been spent in the 
creation of an effective army and navy. 

These are non-productive works, and 
as far as the indemnitios were thus ap- 
plied do not affect the argu 
it ix true, has to pay 
certain sums in indemnit; - 
ing the extent of the Empire, its popula- 
tion and its wealth. tho annual charge is 
comparatively light. Given a proper 
fiscal administration of the country the 
charge upon the national exchequer is 
not a serious ono. It is evident the dif- 
ficulties are by no means insuperable.

while the present trado of China is prac 
tically altogether with gold countries, 
there being only a small fraction of 1°” 
with silver-using countries. In this cal- 
culation Hongkong is considered under 
the head of a pold-using country for the 
simple reason that merchandise passing 
into or out of China through Hongkong 
is all ultimately exprossed in terms of 
gold. This is in its turn a further very 
strong argument in favour of China 
adopting a gold standard. Japan. while 
still a silver-using country was able to 
do 40% of her business in her own stan- 
dard of currency while China is unable 
to do any business at all in silver. The 
whole of her foreign trade has to be 
carried on a gold basis to which her 
silver surreney affords but a treacherons 
foundation. Moreover, Japan had already 
a large silver coinage represented by the 
issue of silver notes and silver coins, 
circulating at a considerable discount, ali 
of which bad to be redeemed. China 
does not at the present moment find her- 
self saddled with this burden. She has 











no coinage, either of silver coin or silver | 
notes, to redeem, though unfortunately | 


she is now commencing to issue the notes 
referred to elsewhere in this paper and 
which isstte should be at once absolutely 
stopped until a definite scheme has been 
worked out; by so much is hor task the 
easier. 

T have drawn my illustrations very 
largely from Japan for the following, 
among other reasons:

2.—The two Empires aro contiguous. 
‘The conditions pr-vailing are more 
similar in these two countries than in 
any others that micht be adduced. 
‘Most of the arguments which in- 
fluenced Japan to adopt a gold standard 
can be urged with equal force in China. 
Japan takes its place in the ranks of a 
Jong list of nations which hare been com- 
pelled to abandon silver either as a single 
standard or in a bimetallic system. Ge 
many, France, the United States, Austro- 
Hungary, Russia and India have all been 
compelled by force of circumstances to 
vatirely demonctise silver. Many other 
less important countries hare followed 
suit. China is, therefore, only fol- 
lowing the example of others in 
having to face the inevitable, and 
is nov being driven into some experi- 
mental enterprise. Sho is simply feeling 
the force of the pressure to which every 
important nation on the earth has already 
yielded, and to which proccure it is beyond 
the forces of China to offer any effective 
resistance. There can be no question 
whatever about the ultimate issue. 
China will be compelled to adopt a gold 
standard. It is here urged that the fac- 
ing of the question be uot deferred anv 
longer but immediately tackled by all 
those who havo interests at stake, 


THE ADVANTAGES. 

The advantages of such a system would 
be immediate.”

Forci ign 
trade would at once benefit by the stabili- 
ty of exchange. The present elements of 
gambling would be eliminated. The pay- 
ment of duties, loans and_ indemnities 
would be immensely simplified. The meet- 
ing of international obligations in favour 
of as welll as China would at once 
be placed on a solid and assured footing. 

The question will arise as to what will 
become of present silver securities, but 
this is no new question; it has had to be 
faced in other countries. Silver sccuri- 
ties will in no case be worse off than they 
are n At the present moment silrer 
securities are worth so much in gold—no 
more, no less. If China adopts a gold 
standard they will be in the same posi 
tion and will be converted into a gold 
aluation at current rates on the day 
of conversion.

United States, Germany and Japan, might 
' assist China by guaranteeing a loan for the 
| purpose of establishing a gold standard, 
as Russia proposes to do, by which China. 
could float upon the money markets of 
the world a loan for say thirty millions at 
the very best rate of interest. , 
Tt would very greatly assist both China 
and the trado of all countries if the pay- 
ment of the indemnity could be suspended 
for a period of sa years so that 
China's ‘present obl would again 
commence to be discharged in say 1912 
and he completed in 1952. instead of 1940. 
China is already a considerable exporter 
of gold. It is impossible to say what the 
fiunres are with any definite certainty but 
they will probably be found to closely ap- 
proximate the sum of five million Pounds 
Sterling per annum, so that China has ‘he 
nucleus of her gold reserves immediately 
at hand, of which she might avail herself. 
There is unquestionably a creat quanti- 
ty of the nrecious metal within the bown- 
daries of China. Tho Chineso Govern- 
ment should be reauired in her own in- 
terests and in the interests of all to throw 
on freely to her own subjects and the 
subjects of all nations of the world, under 
just and ennitable laws, the mines of the 
Fmpire. Moreover. in. order to bring 
about a state of eauilibrium between the 
exnort and the import trade every pos- 
sible inducement should be put in the way 
of exporters to develop the export trade 
| of the Empire, and certainly the first re- 
form to be determined upon should be the 
| absolute and total abolition of every kind 
of charge or duty on exports. The for- 
Feign nations assisting China to the esta- 
hlishment of this standard might well 
bring pressure to bear upon the Chinese 
Government to reform the existing fiseal 
system. Thero can bo no doubt that 
| if the finances of China were properly 
| administered the establishment of a gold 
standard would be a comparatively simple 
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matter for the Government to carry into 
effect. It is not necessary to argue this 
point at this time. It is I think admitted 
by all who understand the conditions ob- 
taining in China. The trouble proceeds 
not so much from want of knowledge as 
from want of stamina to take in hand an 
enterprise needing discretion, temper 
and stability of purpose—all three quali 
ties little encouraged amongst the rulers 
of China. They must be supplied—from 
abroad if necessary. 


MoW CAN THIS REFORM BE BROUGHT; 
About? 


A mere discussion of this subject in the 
local Press of China is not sufficient to 
effect permanent good. I would therefore 
suggest— 

i.—That tho various Associations and 
Chambors of Commerco in China shall at 
once approach their respective Govern- 
ments, laying the abovo and other facts 
before them aud asking for immediate 
action. 

2.—Strong ropresentations should be 
mado to the Chinese Government so that 
they also may be prepared to put the 
scheme into immediate operation. 

‘Thero will naturally be many who ob- 
ject to the contemplated action. No 
Scheme has ever yet been propounded vy 
mortal man which has not met with vi- 
gorous obstruction. If the scheme now 
Suggested is not the best under the cir- 
cumstances let objectors suggest some- 
thing better that is feasible. It is to be | 
hoped Shanghai will not follow the ex- 
tremely weak action of Hongkong. The 
telegraph has reported to us that the 
business men of Hongkong met together 
and solemnly told the world that they can 
do nothing! Did Hongkong imagine 
that its local Government could by its 
own action dictate financial terms to 
China? It is clear that Hongkong will 
find it oxcecdingly difficult if not impos- 
siblo to take any action contrary to that 
of China, for ‘its interests are wholly 
bound up in those of the neighbouring 
Empire. To a mero outvider it would 
have appeared far better for Hongkong. 
instead of Publishing to the world its im- 
potence, to have called the attention, by 
formal resolution, of the Hongkong and 
Homo Governments to the existing finan- 
cial crisis duc to a constantly decreasing 
silver currency, and and at the same time 
urged them to take the question into im- 
mediate and serious consideration. Their 
agtion in such a case would necessarily 
have had due weight. It is to be hoped 
Shanghai will pull itself together and take 
such steps as will compel the Home 
Governments to seriously consider the 
question in conjunction with the Chinese 
Government and endeavour to reach a} 
solution. 

Shanghai as the most important trad-

On the 
18th January, Messrs. Castle Bros issued a 
delivery-order in favour of Tai Fung or 
Bearer for one of theso cases, which was 
fraudulently altered by a Chinese, named 
Lin Yii-ching, from one case to two bun- 
dred cases, ‘This forged delivery-order— 
now au apparent-order for the 200 cases— 

aken to the plaintiff by one Ts‘a0, 
who invited him to advance money thoro- 
on. The plaintiff agreed to advanco Tls. 
9,000 provided, among other things, that 
tle woods proved on examination to be in 
orler, and that thes were transferred by 
the Defendant Company into his name. 
Accordingly Ts'ao took the delivery-order 
to the Defendant Company and received 
from them in exchange therefor three 
cays for examination, and a document 
called a wharf-zodosnorder, being. in 
cfiect an order of the Company to their 
gotlown-keeper, to deliver to bearer 200 
cases, the delivery of the three cases being 
endorsed thercon. It was shown in evi- 
dence, that a wharf-godown-order is the 
form of warrant which by the custom of 
the trade is issned to Chinese becauso tho 
Wharf Companic: cannot undertake to 
recognise their signatures, This wharf- 
godomnorder being taken to the plaintiff, 
hie was not satisfied, but had the following 
Inter written to the Defendant Company 
on the %th of January, * Pleaso note the 
enclosed delivery-order as deliverable only 
to the order of Chu Pao-san, Foo- 
chow Road.” In reply the order was re-

In May, 1902, a suit was 
brought. by the present defendant against 
the present plaintiff in tho Mixed Court— 
the proper Chinese Court—wherein the 
Chinese Magistrate, with the assent of 
the British Assessor, ordered the present 
plaintiff to hand over to the present de- 
fendants the wharf-godown-order in 
question, remarking that while the Wharf 
Company bad been careless, Ts'20 
seemed to have been equally or more care- 
Joss. The plaintiff now sues the Defen- 
dant Company for the loss he has sus- 
tained under the above circumstances. 

It was suggested during the argument 
that. this was an action of deceit ; and I 
must first deal with that point. The 
action of deceit is founded on fraud and 
to show fraud a wicked mind must be 
proved. Between 1873, when Common 
Law and Equity were fused, and 1889, the 
judges of the High Court’ seem to have 
been extending fraud beyond the above 
limit (see the judgments of Cotton L. J. 
and Sir James Hannen in Peek v. Derry), 
(1) so as to include mis-statement made 
without reasonable grounds of belief— 
within which definition the Defendant 
Company's mis-statement might, I think, 
be held to fall—but the House of Lords 
in the same case (2) on appeal brought 
back the old Common Law doctrine, that 
to show fraud in such cases it must be 
proved that a false representation has 
been made cither (1) knowingly or (2) 
without belief in its truth or (8) recklessly 
that is not caring whether it be true or 
false. Applying this definition of fraud I 
hold that the representation of the De- 
fendant Company was not fraudulent and 
that the action of deceit—an action ex 
Aelicto—doex not therefore lie against 
them. J find that the Defend 
Company being bailees for hire an 
owing therefore reasonable care towards 
their bailors were negligent in not 
suspecting this forgery and making en 
quiry, for tho alterations in tho order 
wero very palpable and must have raised 
a doubt in tho minds of the Company's 
servants, if they had used the measure of 
care which the Company's duty to it- 
bailors demanded. I find also that tke 
defendant's negligence was the proximat« 
caso of the plaintiff's loss. 

But granted nogligenco towards Messrs. 
Castle Bros., defendants’ Counsel urge 
upon mo that the Company were not 
liable for negligence towards tho plaintift 
because they wero under no legal duty 
towards him to be careful. No doubt if 
thero were uo privity of contract between 
tho plaintiff and the defendants, tho prin-
